Pioneers. — A t the siege of Algiers 


the Arabs used a singular species of pi- 
oneers. 
They collected several badics 


of camels, ancl formed them into long 
lines. 
They then tied them together 


by the nether lip, so as to keep them in 
ranks. 
These companies were advan- 


ced to the front o f t h e L7rench battal- 
ions, and when at a proper distance, fire 
was applied to their tails. The whole 
then rushed forward with such impetu- 
osity, that they entirely overturned the 
lines opposed to them, while the col- 
umns of Arabs advancing in their rear, 
rushed on after them, and took advan- 
tage of their confusion. 


This manoeuvre is not without exam- 


ple in ancient and modern times. 
On 


one occasion. Hannibal exti-icated him- 
self from a difficult situation, by adopt- 
ing a plan somewhat similar. lie col- 
lected all the calile in his camp, and 
applied fire, not to their tails, but to 
their heads; limn lied burning torches 
to their horns, and in this way sent the 
whole body furiously on the Roman ar- 
my, which soon gave ground. 


But in the year 1798 it was practi- 


sed in Ireland with decided success, 
particularly in the battle of New Ross. 
A quantity of cattle was collected from 
the neighboring fields in a mass, and 
then brought in a body lo the entrance 
of the town. then occupied by the King's 
forces. 
When arrived at the head of a 


steep street, called Three Bullet Gate, 
they were goaded on and ran furiously 
down, filling up and sweeping every

force ; so that General Johnson, &: about 
1500 men, were completely pushed from 
their position, and carried across the 
bridge into the county of Kilkenny, by 
the fixed horns of 'hese pioneers, as ef- 
ficacious as if they were fixed bayonets, 
and the insurgents following in their 
rear, took, for a lime, almost undistur- 
bed possession of she vacated town.

Samuel Houston was brought to the 


bar of the House of Representatives.— 
He was allowed to read and to have 
spread on the journal of the House, a 
paper protesting against the authority 
of the House, hut avowing his submis- 
sion to ii under ihe circumstances in 
which he was placed.

an assembly. 


You have been heard in person in 


your defence—you have been ably and 
eloquently defended by eminent coun- 
sel, and every facility afforded you to 
place your cause fully and fairly before 
the House, and to urge upon ics consid- 
eration matters of principle as well as 
of fact, in explanation and justification 
of your conduct. 


Whatever the motives or cause may 


have been, which led to the act of vio- 
lence committed by you, your conduct 
has been pronounced, by the solemn 
judgment of the House, to he a high 
breach of their rights and privileges, Sc 
to demand their marked disapproba- 
tion and censure. 


If, iii 
fulfilling the -order 
of the 


House, I were called upon, as its presi- 
ding officer, to reprimand an individu- 
al uneducated and uninformed, it might 
be expected that I should endeavor, as 
far as I was able, to impress upon him 
the importance and propriety of sedu- 
lously guarding from violation 
the 


rights and privileges secured to the 
members of this House by our invalu- 
able Constitution. 
But, when address- 


ing a citizen of your character and in- 
telligence, and one who has himself 
been honored by the People with a seat 
in this House, it cannot be necessary 
that I should add to the duty enjoined 
upon me, by dwelling upon'the charac- 
ter or consequences of the offence with 
which you have been charged Sc found 
guilty. 
Whatever has a tendency to 


impair the freedom of debate in this 
House—a freedom no less sacred than 
the authority of the Constitution itself 
—or to detract from the independence 
of the Representatives of the People, in 
the rightful discharge, of their high 
functions, you are no doubt sensible, 
must, in the same proportion, weaken 
and degrade not only the Legislature of 
the nation itself, but the character of 
our free institutions. 


Your own mind will suggest to VQH, 


no doubi, more suitable reflections tivan 
anv thing which I can say could con- 
vey. 
To those reflections 1 am prepa- 


red to trust; not doubting lhat, had you 
at the time considered the act of vio- 
lence which you have committed, in 
the light in which il has been regarded 
by the House, yon would have been 
iparcd its disapprobation and censure, 
and 1 the duty of declaring lo you the 
result of it.

the act of Congress of 1802.—If the in- 
tercourse law. and the treaties were
